BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW18.20.030 and 2004 c 142 s 17 are each anmended to read
as follows:

(1) After January 1, 1958, no person shall operate or maintain a
boardi ng home as defined in this chapter within this state wthout a
i cense under this chapter

(2) A boarding hone license is not required for the housing, or
services, that are customarily provided wunder landlord tenant
agreenents governed by the residential |andlord-tenant act, chapter
59.18 RCW or when housi ng nonresident individuals who, w thout ongoing
assi stance from the boarding hone, initiate and arrange for services
provided by persons other than the boarding hone I|icensee or the
licensee's contractor. This subsection does not prohibit the |icensee
from furnishing witten information concerning available comunity
resources to the nonresident individual or the individual's famly
menbers or |egal representatives. The licensee may not require the use
of any particul ar service provider.
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(3) Residents receiving domciliary care, directly or indirectly by
t he boardi ng hone, are not considered nonresident individuals for the
pur poses of this section.

(4) A boarding hone license is required when any person other than
an outside service provider, under RCW18. 20.380, or famly nenber:

(a) Assunes general responsibility for the safety and wel |l -bei ng of
a resident;

(b) Provides assistance with activities of daily living, either
directly or indirectly;

(c) Provides health support services, either directly or
indirectly; or

(d) Provides intermttent nursing services, either directly or
indirectly.

(5) A boarding honme license is not required for one or nore of the
follow ng services that nay be provided to a nonresident individual
(a) Energency assistance provided on an intermttent or nonroutine
basis to any nonresident individual; (b) systens enployed by
i ndependent seni or housing, or independent living units in continuing
care retirenment comunities, to respond to the potential need for
energency services for nonresident individuals; (c) infrequent,
voluntary, and nonschedul ed blood pressure checks for nonresident
i ndividuals; (d) nurse referral services provided at the request of a
nonresident individual to determ ne whether referral to an outside
health care provider is recomended; (e) nmaking health care
appoi ntnents at the request of nonr esi dent i ndi vi dual s; (1)
preadm ssi on assessnent, at the request of the nonresident individual,
for the purposes of transitioning to a licensed care setting; or (Q)
services customarily provided under |andlord tenant agreenents governed
by the residential |andlord-tenant act, chapter 59.18 RCW The
precedi ng services may not include continual care or supervision of a
nonr esi dent individual w thout a boarding hone |icense.

(6) A boarding hone license is not required for a volunteer hospice

care center that is exenpt under RCW 70.127.050 from |licensing
requirenents under chapter 70.127 RCW

Sec. 2. RCW 70. 128. 030 and 1989 c¢ 427 s 17 are each anended to
read as fol |l ows:
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The following residential facilities shall be exenpt from the
operation of this chapter:

(1) Nursing hones |icensed under chapter 18.51 RCW

(2) Boarding honmes |icensed under chapter 18.20 RCW

(3) Facilities approved and certified under chapter 71A 22 RCW

(4) Residential treatnment centers for ((the)) persons who are
mentally ill Iicensed under chapter 71.24 RCW

(5) Hospitals licensed under chapter 70.41 RCW

(6) Homes for ((the)) persons who are developnentally disabled
i censed under chapter 74.15 RCW_

(7) Volunteer hospice care centers that are exenpt under RCW
70.127.050 fromlicensing requirenents under chapter 70.127 RCW
